WASHINGTON. Ju ly 11 —President Roosevelt declared today he will 
"relu ctantly, bu t as a good soldier” accept renom inatlon by the Demo­ 
cratic national convention and serve another fou r years in the 
White 
Hou se if elected. 
In a letter to Democratic Chairm an Robert E. Hannegan, Mr. Roose­ 
velt said he personally wanted to retire and avoid pu blic responsibilities 
and the pu blicity th a t "follows every step" of the President 
’’Bu t if the people command ine to continu e in this office and in this 
w ar,” he added, “I have as little right to withdraw as the soldier has 
to 
leave his post in the line.” 
The President's letter was made pu blic at a W hite Hou se news con­ 
ference which grew tense with expectancy when Mr. Roosevelt told 99 
re­ 
porters gathered in his oval office 
th at the doors had been locked. 
A re­ 
porter said that m u st m ean something im portant was coining 
Another reporter raised the fam iliar fou rth-term qu estion and. grin­ 
ning, Mr Roosevelt disclosed th at this tim e the big news was coming. 
He then read his exchange of let­ 
ters 
with 
H annegan. 
H annegan 
wrote the President in a letter dated 
Ju ly 10 th at enou gh delegates to 
the party 
convention 
starting 
a 
week from tomorrow are com m itted 
to his renom ination to assu re it. 
"If the convention shou ld carry 
this ou t, and nom inate me for the 
presidency. I 
shall 
accept,” 
Mr. 
Roosevelt wrote Hannegan. "If the 
people elect me, I will serve." 
Prefers To Retire 
The President said he wou ld pre­ 
fer to retire bu t "I will accept and 
serve in this office if I am *so or­ 
dered by the com m ander-in-chief 
of u s all—the sov ereig n people of 
the United States." 
The President sprang the news 
of IUa P 
intentions on a new« 
uon/erence 1 h i ¿ morning when a re­ 
porter asked fcin if he had any ­ 
thing to say afcout the conv ention. 
Grinning , the President 
replied 
that the reporter was only g uess­ 
ing —and said this time he was rig ht. 
The President said, however, th at 
he would not “ run" for reelection 
in the accepted political sense "but 
if the people command me to con­ 
tinue In this office and in this war, 
I hav e as little right to 'w ithdraw 
os the soldier has to leave his post 
in the line.” 
W ith th at statem ent th(* Pres­ 
ident was referring to Ills war-time 
role of com m ander-ln-chief of 
the 
armed forces. 
“For myself, I do not 
want to 
ru n,” Mr. Roosevelt said. "By nex t 
spring I shall have been president 
and 
com m ander-in-chief 
of 
the 
armed forces for 
12 years— three 
times elected by the people of this 
cou ntry u nder the American consti­ 
tu tional system. 
Thoug hts Turn To Hudson 
“From the personal point of v iew, 
I believe that ou r economic sy stem 
is on a sou nder, more hu m an basis 
than it was at the time of my first 
Inau gu ration x x x. 
"A fter many years of public serv ­ 
ice, therefore, my personal thoug hts 
hav e tu rned to the day when I could 
retu rn to civil life. All that is with­ 
in me cries ou t to go back to my 
nonie on the Hu dson riv er, to av oid

Obviously. Stars & Stripes cannot be run like a 
privately owned newspaper.

U. S. NAVY V-MAIL 
7 MILLION A MONTH 


(B y U nited F reae) 
WASHINGTON — The Navy V- 
mail system which is uimast two 
years old, has expanded approxi­ 
mately 5C0 per cent 
in 
the 
last 
nine months and is delivering more 
than 7,000,000 pieces of mail each 
month. 
Despite the trem endous volume of 
mail going overseas b y the system - 
the Army and Navy together have 
delivered a total of 514,000*000 let­ 
ters since June, 1942—not a single 
V-mail letter has b een lost irre­ 
trievab ly in the transit. The reason 
for this fact is that the original 
letter is held a t a port of em b arka­ 
tion until safe delivery of the let­ 
ter is reported b y its destination. 
If a plane carrying the mail is lost 
or shot down, the original letters 
are rephotographed and sent out 
again, thus insuring the safe arrival 
of every letter. 
The Navy’s V-mail stations are 
mob ile units which move into stra ­ 
tegic areas close b ehind the com­ 
b at troops. Equipm ent to reproduce 
letters went into Taraw a w ith the 
second wave of assault troops. At 
Kw ajalein and Enlwetok, V-mail de­ 
pots were set up w ithin a day and a 
half of American action. 
The most im portant reason for use 
of V-mail now is the saving in cargo 
space. Since a V-mail letter weighs 
1/140 as m uch as a standard let­ 
ter, two transport planes can do 
the 
work 
of 
100 
sim ilar 
planes 
carrying standard mail.
